1. EMBASSY CONCURS IN GENERAL ASSESSMENT MADE IN PARAS 1 AND 
2 OF REFTEL, BUT BELIEVES IT PREMATURE TO CONCLUDE THAT GCOB 
IS GOING TO SPIN OUT NEGOTIATIONS OVER LONG PERIOD. IN RE- 
CENT SPEECH TO PLP CONVENTION. MINEXTAFF ADDERLEY AGAIN SAID 
HE WAS CONFIDENT AGREEMENT COULD BE REACHED BY 31 DECEMBER. 
WHILE IT MAY NOT BE NECESSARY FOR US TO UNILATERALLY PRESS 
THE PACE OF TALKS. WE SHOULD BE PROMPT IN OUR RESPONSE WHEN 
BALL IS IN OUR COURT AS IT IS AT PRESENT. 

2. EMBASSY ALSO CONCURS IN ARGUMENTS MADE IN PARAS 3 AND 4 
OF REFTEL CONCERNING BILATERAL SOFA TALKS. EMBASSY WOULD 
WISH TO HAVE THE OPPORTUNITY TO SEND A REPRESENTATIVE, PROB- 
ABLY NLO, TO ANY BILATERAL CONSULTATIONS WITH UK HELD IN 
WASHINGTON. EMBASSY HAS NO STRONG FEELING RE TIMING OF SUCH 
CONSULTATIONS, BUT SUGGESTS THAT POSTPONEMENT UNTIL AFTER 
NOVEMBER 25 MEETING WITH ADDERLEY MIGHT AVOID POSSIBLE WASTED 
EFFORTS.
